The Poet’s Lounge will be hosted 
on Thursday night with featured poet 
Manuel Gallego. The event will take 
place from 8 to 10 p.m. in USU room 
103. General admission is free to any- 
one on or off-campus, and guests are 
able to sign up and participate in the 
performances. 

“Tt’s pretty much sign up as you 
come,” Program Council Assistant 
Sabrina Ware said. “Anybody is wel- 
come, and registration is at the event.” 

Ware said she is new to Poet’s 
Lounge this semester after taking over 
the position of recent graduate Chris 
Soto, who conducted last semester’s 
Poet’s Lounge events. 

“T’m new to it, but I’m going to work 
on improving the event to make it big- 
ger than it is and try to get more stu- 
dents involved,” she said. “There are 
probably so many students on campus 
that are interested in something like 
this that have no clue it exists.” 

Ware said that she met the featured 
poet Gallego at a speakeasy open mic 
event at The Last Bookstore in Los 
Angeles. : 

“T really enjoyed what he had to of- 
fer and invited him to speak on cam- 
pus, and he said yes,” Ware said. “[Gal- 
lego] does a lot of expressive work. He 
is charismatic and has a good presence 
on stage, which is nice.” 

Ware said that she plans on reaching 
out to different clubs and organizations 
on campus. She also intends to have 
other poetry-related events that coin- 
cide with the Poet’s Lounge.

Reports of shots heard, buildings evacuated 


University Police 
said there were no 
credible threats to 
CSULB.

After receiving two independent 
reports of shots heard at 1:19 p.m. on 
Tuesday, University Police conducted 
a search in Education buildings 1 
and 2 as well as the University Li- 


brary, University Police Captain Scott 


Brown said. 


Police later determined that there 
were no credible threats to Cal State 
Long Beach, University Police Chief

Fernando Solorzano said. 


Officers were dispatched to the 
south area of campus, and Education 


buildings 1 and 2 were evacuated but 
were later reopened around 2 p.m., 
according to Brown. The search then 


extended to the University Library, 
Brown said. 

Brown said there are currently no 
suspects associated with the reported 
shootings. 

Kevin Peanh, a single-subject cre- 
dential student who had class in the 
Education building, was one of the 
students evacuated from the building 
after the shots were reported. 

“T heard something,” Peanh said. 
“It was a while before they told us to 
evacuate.” 

According to Brown, the build- 
ings were evacuated at approximate- 
ly 1:30 p.m. 

Alex Argame, a sophomore pre- 
nursing major, saw armed police 
leaving the University Library at the 
time of the evacuation. 

“I was heading to the library and 

saw two cops come out with black 
rifles,” Argame said.

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Despite drilling gas prices still march 
upward, average.price hits $3.74 a gallon 


WASHINGTON — Like locusts 
ravaging fertile crops, gasoline prices 
are soaring again and eating away 
at the purchasing power of ordinary 
Americans. And again, financial 
speculators appear to be a big part of 
the story. 

The national average pump price hit 
$3.74 for a gallon of unleaded gasoline 
Tuesday, up a sharp 44 cents per gallon 
from just a month ago, according to the 
AAA’s Fuel Gauge Report. 

“It’s the 33rd day in a row that 
we’ve seen a consecutive increase” 
in gasoline prices, said Nancy White, 

a spokeswoman for AAA, who said 
there are several explanations but that 
none seem overly convincing. 

More than a passing pain, rising 
gasoline prices act like a tax on con- 
sumers, harming the economy by whit- 
tling away at the amount of money the 
consumer can spend on other things. 
Gasoline expenditures as a percentage 
of U.S. household income hit three- 
decade highs in 2012, and the recent 
spike suggests 2013 might not be much 
better. It’s not all supply or demand. 

The rising gasoline prices come even 
as the United States now produces more 
than half the oil it consumes. In fact, the 
nearly 800,000 barrel-per-day increase 
in U.S. production output from 2011 to 
2012 reflected the largest one-year jump 
since oil drilling began in 1859. 

The U.S. Energy Information 
Administration projects that U.S. oil 
production will rise from 6.89 million 
barrels per day in November 2012 to 
8.15 million by December 2014. At the

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Supreme Court to consider 


WASHINGTON — The Supreme 
Court has agreed to go beyond its con- 
troversial Citizens United decision and 
consider striking down the limit on the 
total amount that wealthy persons may 
give to candidates and political parties. 

The justices voted to hear an ap- 
peal from an Alabama.donor and the 
Republican National Committee, 
which contends the total contribution 
limit of $123,200 per election cycle is 
“unconstitutionally low.” 


global demand for oil. Lacking de- 
mand, OPEC, the oil-exporters cartel, 
has reduced production. 

It all argues for lower oil prices, or 
at least less volatility in the price of oil 
and thus gasoline. 

Enter financial speculation. 
Commercial end-users of oil such 
as airlines and trucking companies 
who once dominated 70 percent of 
the market for future deliveries of oil 
now represent just 30 percent. Non- 
commercial financial speculators now 
dominate 70 percent of the market. The 
trading is dominated by Wall Street 
banks, hedge funds and other financial 
institutions that have no intention to 
take delivery of the oil needed to make 
gasoline. 

“It’s speculators who are moving 
markets,” said Bart Chilton, a commis- 
sioner at the Commodity Futures Trad- 
ing Commission. “They are almost 
exclusively the entire market at certain 
periods of time.” 

Chilton led the charge in seeking 
limits that reduced how much of the 
market for crude oil any single trader 
or company could control. Armed 
with the 2010 revamp of financial 
regulation, the commission sought to 
establish hard limits, but that effort is 
now bogged down in the courts. 

“The more textured view would 
show you that at certain times it is not 
a question to whether or not specula- 
tors are moving the market. Specula- 
tors are the market,” he said. 

Other forces are at work as well. 

Nearly 1 million barrels a day of 
capacity has been turned off, with 


eight refinery closures or announced 


closures on the U.S. East Coast and the 
Caribbean over the past year. 

“What the market is really pricing in 
is potentially a new era of tighter gaso- 
line supplies that are heavily reliant on 
imports,” said John Kilduff, a partner 
in the energy trading firm Again Capi- 
tal in New York. “We might not ever 
turn back from these high prices. This 
isn’t episodic.” 

Another factor is that refiners that 
turn oil into gasoline have chosen to 
switch to their summer blends much 
earlier than normal. This switch, which 
stops or slows production for a period 
of time, usually happens closer to the 
spring break driving season in mid- to 
late March. 

Last year, gasoline prices peaked on 
April 5 and 6, so AAA is hoping that 
an early switchover may also mean an 
early peak to gasoline prices and that 
they may tumble later in the year. 

The trade association for refiners, 
the American Fuel & Petrochemical 
Manufacturers, is unaware of any 
large-scale early switch away from 
winter fuels, said Joanne Shore, the 


_ group’s chief industry analyst. 


“We don’t have information on that 
explicitly,” she said, noting that the 
association doesn’t keep real-time 
production data. California, Shore 
said, switches to summer fuels earlier 
than the rest of the nation, adding that 
some California refiners are undergo- 
ing maintenance and it’s been “one of 
the factors that has tightened (up) the 
Southern California market a bit.”

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The national average pump price jumped 44 cents per gallon just 
a month ago, according to AAA's Fuel Gauge Report. 


The case, to be heard in the fall, 
will focus on a little-known part of the 
campaign finance laws that set a total 
limit on contributions by individuals. 
Under these laws, individuals may 
give no more than $123,200 for each 
two-year election cycle.. This includes 
a $2,500 limit for a federal candidate 
running for office and up to $30,800 
per year to the political committees 
established by the national parties. 

If the court were to strike down the 


limit, wealthy persons could write a 
single check for more than $1 mil- 
lion a year, which a political party 
could spread among several hundred 
candidates who were running for the 
House and Senate, said Fred Wert- 
heimer, president of Democracy 21 and 
longtime advocate of the campaign 
finance laws. 

Last year, a three-judge court in 
Washington upheld the limits on the 
grounds that the Supreme Court has 


consistently said that contributions to 
candidates can be restricted. 

By contrast, the high court has said 
individuals may spend freely on their 
own for political ads and campaign 
messages. Three years ago, the court 
cited this free-spending rule in the 
Citizens United decision and ruled 
that corporate groups and unions 
may spend unlimited sums to back 
candidates. 

That decision did not affect the 


eliminating political contribution limit 


limits on direct contributions to candi- 
dates and parties. 

The new case, Shaun McCutcheon 
vs. FEC, is not an attack on the limits 
an individual may give to a single 
candidate. Instead, the court will de- 
cide on whether Congress had a valid 
justification for limiting an individual’s 
total contributions to candidates and 
parties.

Bladerunner’s defense may not stand strong against prosecution 


It’s people like Oscar Pistorius who paint 
Valentine’s Day red for everyone, though not in 
the traditional sense. The South African Olympic 
sprinter has been all over international headlines 
since Thursday night, and a dead girlfriend and a 
blood-covered cricket bat don’t exactly make me 
think “true love.” 

It’s too bad he stopped and put on his prosthet- 
ic legs — the source of his athletic fame, really 
— before allegedly firing the gun that killed his 
girlfriend, former model, Reeva Steenkamp. 

Pistorius said he thought he was shooting an 
intruder and that when he realized Steenkamp 
was not in bed with him, he got up and kicked the 
bathroom door down to save her. 

However, the more common belief is that he 
put his legs on first, crossed the room and fired 
the gun four times into the bathroom, shooting 
his girlfriend. Romantic, huh? 
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The hottest twist to this Valentine’s Day blood 
and guts thriller is Pistorius’s latest version of 
the story, where he knocks the door down with a 
cricket bat, rather than kicking it down with one 
of the famous “Blades” that have earned him the 
name “Bladerunner” on the track. 

If this is what actually transpired that night, 
then Pistorius stood outside the 
bathroom door on the stumps of 
his amputated legs, hammering 
into the door with a cricket bat, 
screaming for help. Not exactly 
the typical kind of kinky role-playing other lov- 
ers delve into on Valentine’s Day. 

The prosecution prefers the version of Pistorius 
standing and firing the gun into the door with 
the intent of hurting his girlfriend after a heated 
argument. 

The prosecution says the fact that he had his 
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prosthetic legs on implies that he put thought into 
his actions, and therefore the charge should be 
premeditated murder. They also contend that a 
burglar would not lock himself in a bathroom in — 
the first place, so Pistorius’s defense won’t stand 
in court — for lack of a better phrase. 

The allegation of premeditated murder has 
made it difficult for Pistorius 
to be released on bail, which 
is only granted where “excep- 
tional circumstances” exist. 
Gee, it’s too bad that not having 
either of his legs doesn’t qualify as “exceptional” 
in the South African court. 

The court system in South Africa is radically 
different from that in the U.S.. Pistorius will 
not have a jury, because in the South African 
court system, a judge hears the whole case in 
trial and then determines the sentence of the 
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defendant with the guidance of two civilian 
advisers. 

Judges are not bound by their advisers’ 
thoughts, which means Bladerunner’s fate 
ultimately lies in the hands of the judge alone. 
Hopefully Pistorius can woo the judge more 
successfully than he could with Steenkamp on 
Valentine’s Day, or the future of South African 
sprinting might suffer a major loss. 

Pistorius said, “You’re not disabled by the 
disabilities you have, you are able by the abilities 
you have.” I think in this case, the prosecution 
will be “able” because of the disabilities Pistorius 
has. His prosthetics have really given them a leg 
up in proving premeditated murder and sentenc- 
ing him to life in prison. :

Whether you like it or not, you’ve definitely seen it. 
The “Harlem Shake” video craze basically took over 
the Internet in the past two weeks. 

Around 12,000 Harlem Shake videos have been 
posted since the start of the month, and they’ve al- 
ready gained about 44 million views. 

The actual Harlem Shake dance became popular in 
Harlem, New York in 1981. It reached the national ac- 
claim in the early 2000s through hip-hop videos like 
Missy Elliot’s music video “Work It,” in which ladies 
swung their shoulders side to side while shimmying 
at the same time. 

However, the craze barely resembles its origin. The

videos are based around the song “Harlem Shake” by 
DJ Baauer and involve people sitting still for about 15 
seconds until the beat drops, at which point a quick cut 
reveals the group dancing around wildly with absurd 
costumes and accessories. 

Why have these Harlem Shake videos become so 
popular? The main answer is the Internet. The antici- 
pation of that breakout moment where the costumes 
and the creeps.come out, and the short length of the 
videos is the perfect combination for a viral sensa- 
tion. 

The most interesting thing about the Harlem Shake 
is the amount of school pride it generates. Schools 
across the country, including Cal State Long Beach, 
are joining in on the fad. 

Nicholas Cyjetkovi¢, a senior kinesiology major, 
was the first student on campus to put CSULB on the 
Harlem Shake radar. Originally, Cvjetkovié was sup- 
posed to make the video with a few of his classmates. 
However, when word got out of CSULB’s first Harlem 
Shake, more than a dozen students wanted to take part 
in the video. 

Eventually when talk of the event grew so large 
Cvjetkovié posted the event information on Facebook 
to let students know when and where the Harlem Shake 


taping would take place. More than 200 students par- 
ticipated in CSULB’s first-ever Harlem Shake video 
on Feb. 11 at the Walter Pyramid. 

Only two nights later, at the Long Beach vs. Ful- 
lerton basketball game, a second Harlem Shake vid- 
eo was produced. 

“T wanted to do it because there was a sense of 
excitement to represent [CSULB],” Emily Premo, 
a senior communication studies major who partici- 
pated in the second Harlem Shake video, said. “It’s 
the first time I felt the spirit of Long Beach as a col- 
lective student body.” 

Most students, including Premo, who partici- 
pated in the basketball Harlem Shake, said they 
did not know what the real Harlem. Shake dance 
was. 

This begs the question, will this fad stay? 
Cvjetkovié said no. 

“T think it will die very fast,” he said. “It caught on 
a little too quick. And [the ones that] last will have to 
be very creative. I’ve seen Harlem Shake videos cre- 
ated underwater, but it’s those unique ones that will 
probably outlive the fad.”

There is no reason it shouldn’t be, as 
long as it continues to grow at the rate 
is has over the last few weeks. 

Despite head coach Dan Monson’s 
vow to never again take on so many 
transfer players in a single season, 
he is pleased with what his team is 
becoming. 

After a pair of wins over Cal State 
Fullerton and UC Riverside last week, 
which came by a combined 60 points, 
Monson credited the team’s focus 
and energy in practice and ability to 
bounce back from a rare conference 
loss. 

He said being blown out by Hawaii 
offered one of two results: a collapse 
from within or a collective effort to 
ensure it never happened again. 

Clearly the team has chosen the 
latter. 

“For the first few months of the 
season, these guys had to hear me 
talk about everything Casper [ Ware] 
and Larry [Anderson] did before 
them,” Monson said.

He is fifth in the conference in scoring, 
eighth in rebounding, third in steals 
and third in blocked shots. 

Ennis’ averages of 17.4 points, 6.8 
boards, 1.8 thefts and 1.5 rejections a 
night make him one of the most well- 
rounded players the conference has to 
offer, and his shot from beyond the arc 
has become more consistent and come 
in handy for The Beach frequently as 
of late.
